The constitution was adopted in August, 


1871, and in November following the people 
of Illinois elected a Legislature specially 
charged with the duty of giving effect to the 
reforms provided in thet instrument. One 
of the evils which led to the amendment of 
the constitution was that of the fees and 


‘emoluments of officers, and the special legis- 


lation by which in many cases those fees 
were collected. Upon this point the oon 
Btitution was emphatic iu its prohibitions 
and mandates. 

1. The State Officers aré to receive fixed 
Balaries, and, after the expiration of the 
terms of those im office in 1970, no such 
officer shal! receive to his own ase any feos, 
or other compensation than the salary fixed 
by law. 

2. The Clerks of all courts of record, the 
Treasurer, Sheriff, Coroner and Recorder of 
Deeds of Cook Couaty, shall receive, as their 
only compensation, salaries to be fixed by 
law, and shall be paid respectively out of 
the fees of the offfee actually collected. All 
fees and perquisites shall be paid inte the 


County Treagury. 


8. The county beards in other counties 
shall fix the compensation ef ail county offi- 
cers, the same to be paid Out ot the fees of 
the office.

All laws of the State fixing the fees of 

officers expired on tho first Mon- 
Any in April, 1871; and all laws fixing the 
fees of County Treasurer and Surveyor will 
expire by constitutional limitation on the 
fizst Monday in December, 1871. All de- 
mands and ¢ollections of fees by township 
efficers since April last have been without 
authority of law; and after Monday next 
County Treasurers and Surveyors will in like 
manner have no legal authorit vo charge or 
collect fees or commissions, Members of 
the Legislavare pretend that the constitution 
docs not repeal the existing jaws fixing the 
foes of these officers.
